THE SOO EXTENSION. 


Within the next ten days the Exten- 
sion of the St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Sanit. Ste. Marie Railway from St. 
Paul through Minncsota and Dakota to 
Moose Jaw will be completed and there 
will be a daily passenger service over 
iteach way. This will give the C.P.R. 
a route fromthe Middle States to the 
Pacific coast, about 180 miles shorter 
than any of the other transcontinental 
railroads. The run between St. Paul 
and coast points will be made from i8 
to 24 hours quicker than the present 
scheduled time. In addition to the ad- 
vantage of less mileage there will be 
14 hours’ less delay now occasioned at 
Winnipeg by waiting over night to 
make connections with St. Paul trains. 
Tha “Soo” trains will make close con- 
nections at Monse Jaw with the main 
line trains eo that no time whatever 
will be lost. 

In discussing the-extension the Rail-. 
way Age, says: 

„Within a few weeks passenger trains 
will be running between Boston on the At- 
lantic and Vancouver on the Pacific coast 
by way ot Minnesota as a result of the com- 
pletion ot the Minneapolis, St. Paul and 

Sault Ste Marie railway to connection with 
the Canadian Pacific railway. at Moose Jaw, 
398 miles west of Winnipeg. The opening 
of this new route will render the Canadian 
Pacific independent of the Great Northern, 
through which it has hitherto obtained its 
connection with the lines south o Lake 
Superior, and will make it a still more aggres- 
sive competitor for Pacific coast business. 
With three transcontinental lines running 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis, one of them 
chiefly over foreign soil, the problem of pre- 
serving rates will be even more serious than

THE MOOSE JAW CREAMERY. 


Three calls amounting to 50 per cent 
of the subscribed stock of the Moose 
Jaw creamery association have so far 
been made by the directors ; but of 
this amount only $600 has been col- 
lected. The balance due on these calls 
is urgently needed for the following 
reason: —Thedirectors have secured the 
promise of a loan of $750 at the ex- 
ceedingly low rate of 6 per cent. In 
order to borrow one of the conditions 
of the loan is that 50 per cent. of the 
subscribed stock must be paid. When 
this is done a joint stock company is 
empowered to borrow an amount equal 
to 75 per cent. of the paid-up shares. 
By paying the balance due on calls and 
obtaining the loan no further call will 
be made for an indefinite period for 
any portion of the unpaid 50 per cent. 
of stock subscription. Failing to meet 
the calls already made (and making 
the loan impossible) will necessitate a 
call of the remaining 50 per cent. and, 
considering the etringency of the times 
this will come hard upon not only 
pon those who have not come to time, 
but as well upon those who have paid 
their calls promptly. 

The directors met according to 
notice on Wednesday Sept 6th and it 
was decided to obtain the loan. At a 
subsequent meeting of shareholders and 
directors Mr. Watson was appointed to 
collect at once th: unpaid balances If 
this final appeal has not the desired ef. 
fect the directors will be forced .to 
adopt other measures to secure a 
apeedy settlement of these obligations.

If the directors 
are to blame for the existing state of 
affairs, then a vote ot censure is quite 
in order; but in our opinion the onus 
is thrown upon those who at a general 
meeting of shareholders held on Aug- 
ust Ilth voted that operations should 
not becommenced this year in com- 
pliance with a request of Prof. Robert- 
son, Dominion Dairy Commissioner, 
who held out the promise that the As- 
sociation should receive very material 
aid from the Government next year. 

And anyway whether the directors 
are to blame or not are questions quite 
apart from the issue. Dereliction of 
duty on the part of the directors does 
not and cannot excuse in the smallest 
particular any shareholders from pay- 
ing to the utterniost farthing the 
amount of legitimate calls. 

It is to be hoped that those who have 
failed in meeting their obligations will 
see the urgent necessity of doifig so at 
once and this will enable the share- 
holders to pay off the indebtedness on 
the plant and place the creamery in 
good working shape for next year.

THE POSITION OF CANADA. 


Under this title Mr. J. Castell Hop- 
ins contributes a very thoughtful and 
able article to a recent number of The 
Asiatic Quarterly Review. The annex - 
ation of Canada to the United States, 
so long advocated by Mr. Goldwin 
Smith and the late Mr. John Bright, 
may be regarded as an exploded idea. 
The Canadians are too proud of the 
mother country to be likely te entertain 
proposals ot annexations from their 
neighbours. In territory Cauada is 
larger than the whole United States. 
and, according to this writer, constitutes 
one: third of the whole British Empire. 
„It. possesses the greatest extent of 
coast line, the most important coal 
measures, the most varied distribution 
of minerals, the greatest extent of river 
and lake navigation, the wildest extent 
of coniferous forest, the most extensive 
and valuable salt and fresh water fish- 
erie, the largest and most fertile tracts 
of arable and pastoral lands, and the 
greatest wheat areas of any country 
upon the face of the globe.” Canada 
possesses to-day 15,000 miles of rail- 
way, which includes the Canadian 
Pacific (5, 400 miles,) the greatest rail - 
way in the world, in the construetion 
of which it overcame some of the most 
difficult engineering groblems ever put 
by nature in the way of human enter- 
prise. The progress ot Canada has 
been wonderful. Its development has 
heon greatly accelerated by the con- 
struction of this railway; and although 
it cost an enormous sum, the Govern- 
ment were determined to carry it 
through, and pledged their credit with 
that object. The result was that a huge 
traffic has regularly passed over the 
line, and has enabled the Government 
to pay off a large portion of the capital 
borrowed to complete its formation. 
Oné great result of this undertaking 
hae been to promote trade and inter- 
course with the different and distant 
portions of tke vast territories forming 
the Dominion, and to sever very much 
their connection in trade and com- 
merce with the States. Trade has de- 
veloped enormously, and at this 
moment the British Government has no 
more prosperous or wealthy colony than 
that of the Dominion of Canada. It 
occupies the most prominent place 
amongst the rising community of the 
world. Its progress during the last 14 
years has been made almost incredible 
if we look at the following figures: 
Its exports of cattle have risen from 1 
m.llion dollars to 8 million dollars; 
exports of cheese from 4 to 114 mil- 
lions ; home mannfactures, 17 to 26 
millions ; consumption of tea doubled ; 
coffee from 2 million Ibs to 46 ee 
sugar trebled ; imports of raw coffee 
from 8 million to 46 million Ibs, &c. 

The political partiee in Canada are, 
probably, as bitter and deterinined as 
they arein any other part of the world 
Mr. Goldwin Smith, who writes much 
on the subject, is not considered a safe 
writer, and belongs to that party who 
would sever the connection with Great 
Britain. Such a policy would be dis- 
astrous to Canada in many ways, and 
it is opposed to the wishes and theca 
ations of the people.

People who have read the “Autocrat 
of the Breakfast Table” and those who 
are familiar with that and Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holines’ other books will be 
pleased to read of his attaining nis 84th 
birthday in the midst of very pleasant 
circumstances. He is the same age as 
Gladstone, and was born in the same 
year as Tennyson, Lincoln, and Darwin. 


There are people who criticize in a 
cold and unfeeling manner the man who 
is trying to dothe very things which 
they have themselves refused to at- 
tempt. They do not see that with al! 
the blunders and failures he can make, 
he is far nobler than they who assure 
to know better, yet refuse, through in- 
dolence of pride, to put forth a single 
effort in the matter. His feeblest at- 
tempts out rather to fill them with 
shame and humiliation thatthey have 
fallen so far behind him. 


In Mr. Haultain’s budget speech he 
complains of the manner in which the 
Dominion government voted moneys 
on the recommendation of Lieut.-Gover- 
nor Royal, instead of his advisers. It 
might have been expected that the ex. 
ecutive committee would have been 
consulted, but unfortunately the lieu- 
tenant-governor did not seek the advice 
of his responsible advisers. The lieu- 
tenant-governor sent the estimates to 
Ottawa absolutely without the know- 
ledge of the executive committee. The 
committee found that the estimates had 
been forwarded to Uttawa, and made a 
forinal recommendation to Ottawa on 
the needs of the country. 


Nine persons out of ten use the term 
coal-oil instead of Kerosene, and even 
those that handle it in the trade make 
the same mistakc. Coal oil has not 
been known in this country for thirty 
years. It is, or was, the distilled pro- 
duct of bituminous, or soft coal, and 
was driven out of the market when 
petroleum was discovered and after a 
refining process had been successfully 
developed. It was a yellowish, vile- 
smelling fluid, without any resemb- 
lance whatever to the water-white 
kerosene of to-day, save in the fact 
that it would burn sometimes, and 
was used in place of sperm oil as an 
illuminant because of compere 
cheapness.

Entry may be madepersonally at the local

ity for some one to make entry for him. A 
fee of $10is charged for an oxdinary home- 
stead entry; but for iands which have been 
occupied an additional fee of $10 is charge

EOMESTEAD DUTIES.
